LONDON,, Oct. 6—Brigadier General Baron Henry 
Page Croft, undersecretary for war, predicted today that 
under Britain’s “master plan” her armies will counter- 
attack and drive the Nazis back into Germany after the 
RAF has wiped out their air force and leveled their war 
factories. 

Lord Croft declared in a letter that the Royal Air 
Force had stemmed “what might have been a devastating 
air attack” and then “with supreme tactical skill and 
extraordinary individual gallantry” taken the offensive 
“wherever and in whatever numbers the enemy ap- 
peared.” 

He said he could recall “no story in military history 
| where, day after day, a small force has inflicted such a 
series of defeats on a superior enemy.” 

“If I were a betting man,” he said, “I would gamble 
on a far greater casualty list among them (Germany’s 
forces in “invasion ports”) than anything we have suf- 
fered from the indiscriminate attacks on Great Britain.” 

He added that it “is highly probable that far more 
German factory workers have lost their lives than the 
total losses inflicted on our civilians from air attacks.” 
British official reports listed nearly 13,000 civilian casual- 
ties—killed and injured—from June 18 to September 19, 
while informed German sources on September 20 estimated | 
German civilian casualties for the war at 600 killed and | 
1,400 wounded.

They Look To Us 

It is recognized, by all familiar with today’s 
world situation, that, if Nazi Germany and 
her Axis partners, Italy and Japan, should 
triumph in the present struggle with Britain, 
that the first approach to conquest, military 
or economie, of the United States, will be 
through Latin America. 

This is not to impugn, in any way, the 
loyalty of most Latin American countries to 
the democratic way of government, 
though their democracy is somewhat different, 
in practice, from. that of the United States. 

It must be remembered, however, that many 
of the American nations to the south of us 
are peculiarly vulnerable to Nazi methods in 
infiltration, through subversive agents, spies, 
Fifth Columnists, etc. And it is also true that 
these nations, compared to the might of a vic- 
torious Nazidom, would be powerless, alone, to 
resist. - 

It is but natural, then, that in all steps de- 
signed to oppose or counteract the activities 
of the Nazis or Fascists, Latin America should 
first look to this country. They want to be 
assured of the fullest possible support,from the 
benevolent “Big Neighbor” to the north before 
running risk of giving offense to a dictator- 
ruled nation that, if not halted, may well be 
master of the entire globe, including America, 
before many years have passed. 

Latin America, rightly or wrongly, feels 
that the defeat or triumph of Hitler depends, 
in the final outcome, upon the amount of as- 
sistance given Britain in her fight for human 
freedom. If the United States does not back 
Britain with everything she has in munitions, 
in planes and guns and supplies of all descrip- 
tions, it is believed that Britain will be unable 
to. destroy the totalitarian plague. On the 
other hand, if the United States accelerates 
her war aid to her utmost ability, it is felt 
that Hitler is doomed. 

It is but natural then, that before risking 

offense to a man who may hold their national 
fate in his hands before long, little countries 
should want to know, very definitely, what is 
to be the future policy of this country, toward 
the war. If we are willing to go to the ut- 
most to assure crushing of Hitlerism, then the 
Latin American neighbors will go along with 
us. On the other hand, if we show signs of 
leaving Britain alone to her fate, Latin Ameri- 
ca will seek to placate Hitler and will, thereby, 
become but a totalitarianized country, a mere 
appendage to Berlin. 

Which will not be pleasant for a United 
States left isolated, as sole survivor of de- 
mocracy in the world. We should then be iso- 
lated indeed—not only to our own continent, 
or hemisphere, but literally isolated behind our, 
own borders, like behind the walls of a national 
prison. n 


More Propaganda | 

Since the signing of the three-power treaty 
between Germany, Italy and Japan, a steady 
stream of Axis propaganda, aimed at the 
United States, has flown from the pages of 
the government-controlled press of Italy, of 
the Reich and of Spain. 

It is easy to recognize this propaganda and 
its purpose, especially if the various statements 


are taken and considered as a whole. And it. 


should never be forgotten that a free press, 
as we understand it in this country, is abso- 
lutely unknown in the totalitarian nations. 
The papers print only what the government 
dictates. There is, of course, no opposition. 
With governments which adhere to the creed 
that the lie is a useful weapon both for war 
. against an enemy and for utter control of 
their own people, it is rare that the news- 
paper reader in Rome or Berlin enjoys the 
privilege of reading truth. | 
First came Virginio Gayda, in Rome, edi- 
torially declaring that the treaty is a direct 
warning to the United States to cease supply- 
ing arms to Britain. The reaction in this 
country was not as desired in Rome. Instead 
of scaring us, it was merely the signal for a 
firmer determination and an acceleration of 
help to beleaguered Britain.

: does not scare easily, it was officially an- 


nounced that the mere supply of munitions 
of war would not be construed as an “attack.” 
A back pedaling of the attitude previously ex- 
pressed, when they saw we didn’t scare easily. 

Now a new bogeyman is being erected. It 
was stated this week by Benito Mussolini’s own 
paper, that the United States had better be 
careful not to offend Japan because the Japa- 
nese could quite easily defeat all the naval 
and air forces of this country. | 

That, of course, simply isn’t true. The 
United States fleet is, of today, far superior 
to the Japanese and our possible economic 
strangle hold on the Flowery kingdom would 
quickly bring Tokyo to our terms. 

However, the editorial in the Mussolini sheet 
may have an effect on the nerves of a few 
highly susceptible—to suggestion—people in 
this country.. Who may, somehow, make their 
voices heard for a moment or two. More ap- 
peasers, for the time being. 

Which will prove to Il Duce that his silly, 
bombastic threat has served its purpose. By 
which time a new method of psychological at- 
tack on America will be in operation, un- 
doubtedly. 

All of which sums up to emphasis on the 
necessity of everyone in this country keeping 
cool heads in the present crisis and not paying 
any attention to propaganda reports, stories 
and scare heads that, under whatever aegis 
they are presented here, trace their origin di- 
rectly back to the Goebbels propaganda mills.

Light on China War 


For Americans who might question the 
support given by this country in. the fight of 
the Chinese people, the newly published “Twin 
Stars of China,” written by Major Evans Carl- 
son, will be enlightening. Those interested in 
the Chino-Japanese war and the relationship 
between the Eighth Route army and the Cen- 
tral government will find an analysis striking 
in its clarity. 

The story of Major Carlson is one of the 
strangest Odysseys in the history of man. It 
led the Marine Corps officer, now retired to 
further the cause of the Chinese people, from 
civilized Shanghai to the remote fastnesses of 
Mongolia, through Chinese and Japanese lines 
and to guerilla units within the Japanese lines 
in North China. He was a military observer, 
intent chiefly upon interpreting. the warfare 
for the United States government, yet he was 
also a human being and a historian who 
chronicles the moving passion for freedom 
that motivates the valiant Chinese in their 
continuing battle against the power of a mod- 
ern army. He found nothing in history, with 
the lone exception of the American Revolution, 
with which it could be compared. Yet he was 
not blinded by idealism, and his keen analysis 
of the characters of the leaders with whom 
he came in contact furnishes a true picture 
of conditions which, in some instances, are 
far from ideal. 

We are hearing today the small voices of 
those who would advocate appeasement in the 
Far East. Appeasement there would mean the 
surrender of China to the Japanese military 
forces. These advocates of the council table 
in the Far East charge that the American 


people have no conception of the needs and 


necessities of the Far Eastern situation. 

But these things we do Know, and if con- 
firmation is necessary, Major Carlson has sup- 
plied it; that the invasion of China is an out- 
right aggression that has had world-wide 
repercussion; that it was the start of a series 
of tragic events which now are culminating 
in world-wide warfare; that the aggression 
was against a people struggling to attain the 
democracy we know in America against ap- 
palling odds; that it is now aggression against 
a people united as never before in the fight 
against a common enemy; that it is a winning 
fight, a fight being won in the face of repeated 
defeat because the will of a people cannot be 
broken by the tripod of Japanese militarism— 
murder, rapine and simple larceny; that these 
are people who are sincerely our friends in a 
world in which we are almost bereft of 
friends, even though they have had little cause 
in the past four years to believe in our devout 
protestations in behalf of their cause, at a 
time when two machineguns would have been 
worth a thousand words. 

America cannot appease in the Far East. 
Danger there is in not doing so, but the Twin 
Stars of China still shine and while they do, 
America cannot forswear its responsibility. 
Major Carlson’s new book, published by Dodd, 


_Mead & Company, is a challenge to all Ameri- 


cans. And beyond that, it is one of the most 


fascinating and fantastic books of travel ever 


written.

mong the American 
policy-makers, the current courtship of Russia by the Axis powers 
is being watched with considerably more anxious attention than the 
rather meaningless circus of public pact-signing recently staged by 
Hitler at Berlin. For the loudly touted Rome-Tokyo-Berlin pact 
merely formalized a relationship already known to exist by all but 
a few congenital ostrich-heads, while the Soviet Union would do 
real harm by making certain additional concessions to the Axis. 

For the present, while Stalin struggles frantically to improve 
Russian armament, the threat is largely in the Far East, and large- 
ly negative rather than positive. American and British Far Eastern 
policy is founded squarely on the assumption that Japan is now too 
deeply involved in China to attempt any serious military operations 
elsewhere, This assumption is considered perfectly correct by 
virtually all qualified judges of the situation, but unfortunately it 
is partly founded on another assumption, that the Soviet Union will 
continue to aid the beleaguered Chinese. 

Soviet aid to China has taken two forms—direct aid, in the form 
of Russian war supplies on which Chiang Kai-shek’s armies now 
chiefly depend, and indirect aid, in the form of maintenance of a 
big Soviet force in Mongolia and on the Manchurian border, which 
forces the Japanese to maintain an equal force for purely protective 
purposes in the north. It is considered highly unlikely that the 
flow of Russian war supplies to Chiang Kai-shek will be cut off, 
for the Soviet Union certainly would not wish a Japanese victory 
in China proper. But while the prevailing opinion is optimistic, it 
is certainly an outside chance that the Soviet border army will be 
reduced, thus releasing Japanese divisions for action in the Dutch 
East Indies or perhaps even the Philippines. 


REWARDS THEY OFFER Information is scant as tn the exact 


3 number of Russian and Japanese 
troops now glaring across the northern Asiatic borders, but the best 
guess is that the Soviet and Japanese armies total at least 400,000 
men each. It is now believed that the Japanese cannot even muster 
the five divisions needed for the conquest of the Dutch East Indies. 
It can easily be imagined, therefore, what it would mean to Japan 
4 ar free even half the troops now required to guard against the 

oviets. 

The paeans of praise for Russia now suddenly appearing in the 
Italian and Japanese press are sufficient indication of what is 
afoot. No one here doubts that Stalin is now being offered a deal 
with the Axis, by which he would further assist the Axis war effort 
in return for promises of Persia, parts of the British Asiatic empire 
and,other territorial rewards. As an additional inducement, it is 
probably being pointed out to him, at any rate by the Germans and 
Italians, that if Japan attacks the Dutch East Indies, menaces the 
Philippines and blockades the United States’ supply of rubber and 
tin, relations between this countfy and Japan may well reach the 
breaking point. There is nothing the Russians would rather see 
than a Japanese-American conflict, which would be likely to 
weaken the Japanese below the danger point. 


BELLE OF THE BALL Nevertheless, although it is a pos- 

sibility, an early seduction of Russia 
by the Axis powers is not now looked for. In the first place the 
Russians and the Japanese are so bitterly suspicious of each other 
that even if a deal were signed, sealed and proclaimed, many ex- 
perts are convinced neither side would withdraw a single division 
from the militarized area, In the second place, all the signs suggest 
that Stalin is determined to play a waiting game, frantically im- 
proving his armament, and watching for the outcome of the Battle 
of Britain before throwing in his lot with either side. 

The situation has more than a tinge of irony. For Stalin is not 
only being ardently wooed by the three former partners in the 
celebrated anti-comintern pact. Very determined overtures have 
also been made in his direction by the two great “pluto-democra- 
pd whose system of society Communism was planned to over-

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When the Nations Future 
Is At Stake 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


In this fat and peaceful land, the ordinary citizen usually can 
live out his normal span of years without once being called upon 
to help make a decision that will greatly affect the future of the 
nation. 

But now, while our minds are burdened with other matters 
equally grave, we must consider a matter of domestic policy and 
reach a decision that will shape the destiny of our country, 

It is doubly unfortunate that the decision must be reached 
now; for, in the heat of a political campaign, they are few indeed 
who can think calmly and without bias. 

Yet. the question to be decided, though wholly political, is not 
whether Roosevelt or Willkie shall be defeated. It is not a matter 
of choosing between parties, for men of both parties play the same 
kind of politics and go to equal extremes to win votes, and neither 
side has a monopoly of virtue or of vice. 

The task before us is to choose between two schemes of gove 
ernment. Somehow the leaders of both parties must be made to 
understand what the people desire; and every citizen blessed with 
understanding is in duty bound to rid his mind of prejudice and 
bias qs best he can, and do his utmost to form and make effective 
a wise and judicious decision. For the choice that is made will 
shape our future as a nation, as the constitution shaped the last 
century and a half. 

For 150 years our people said to one another: “The best gov- 
ernment is the one that governs least.” They believed in managing 
their own affairs and climbing as high as they could. They asked 
nothing of government except that it manage public business, keep 
order, and keep one citizen from injuring another. They ace 
knowledged the duty of caring for the helpless, and believed in 
curbing the power of wealth to do mischief. 

The other conception of government is new. It was foreseen 
and dreaded by Jefferson, but was discovered by politicians only 
a few years ago. Essentially it consists in using the taxing power 
to get money, and the use of this money by an organized group 
to keep itself in power by giving handouts to certain classes of 
voters. 

It isn’t as simple as that, of course. Its declared purpose is 
humanitarian, and it gives many benefits to the needy, tnus seem- 
ing the final solution of social problems. But as it gives benefits 
it assumes powers, and the powers it gains are taken from the 
people. 

The charge against it is that no system is sound, or can long 
endure, if it cannot pay its way. Almost any system can work for 
a while, in government or business, if it can be supported by 
borrowings. 

These are the two systems between which the people must 
choose. To judge objectively, ask yourself whether the new gysg- 
tem will. seem the better one if the other party controls it,

Flying Veteran Was In- 
structor in Marines 
During World War.

Dieting is no bother—unless you 
call eating a bother! A good diet 
consists merely in eating intelli- 
gently. Regardless of how the 
menus are arranged, 
you must have six to eight ounces 
of lean meat, fish or fowl; one 
egg, two glasses of skim milk or 
buttermilk—or a serving of cheese 
of milk. 
These foods not only help to make 
you feel well fed but they sup- 
ply the protein and minerals you 
need. 

To restrict the calories, every 
particle of fat should be trimmed 
from the meat, and the meat 
should be boiled, broiled or baked. 
The egg may be boiled, scrambled 
in the top of a double boiler, 
poached or baked. The milk is 
skimmed and the calorie content 
halved by removing the cream 
from the top of the bottle. 

The daily reducing menus must 
also include two or three cooked 
vegetables, one raw vegetable, 
two fresh fruits, three slices of 
whole wheat bread, and three 
pats of butter each one-fourth 
inch thick. 

There you have a list of foods 
that totals about 1,000 calories 
daily. This list is considered ade- 


quate in the essential food ele-. 


ments but it does not comprise 
an optimal diet. To make sure 
that the reducing diet is abundant 
in the protective elements, we add 
one concentrate containing vita- 
mins A, B, C and G. Of these, 
the most important is vitamin A, 
for the reducer’s menus are par- 
ticularly low in the _ vitamin 
A-rich foods—butter, cream and 
whole milk.

Man, 70, Steals} 


Girl He Loved 


From Grave 


He Became Enamored of: 
Her Just Before She 
Died. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Oct.6.—(4)— 
A 70-year-old man was arrested 
today when officers found in his 
home the body of a young woman 
of whom he became anamoured 
before she died seven years ago. 

Deputies Sheriff Bernard Waite 
and Ray Elwood said the body, 
remarkably well preserved with 
the aid of wax, was in a bedroom 
of the isolated home of the man, 
booked as Karl Tanzler Van Co- 
sel. 

Van Cosel was charged with re- 
moving a body from a grave with- 
out permission, 

Here is the story as it was re- 
lated by the deputies: 

Van Cosel was employed in the 
hospital at which the 19-year-old 
married woman was treated un- 
successfully for tuberculosis. Im- 
pressed by her beauty, he fell in 
love with her. 

After her death he obtained 
from her family permission to 
build a vault, disinter the body 
and place it in the crypt. He spent 
hours in the vault every day. 

“Then one day,” he told offi- 
cers, “I opened her coffin and 
found that the body was decay- 
ing. I did not want one so beauti- 
ful to go to dust. I stole the body 
about two years after she aied 
and have had it with me ever 
since.” 

The body, wrapped in a silken 
robe, lay on one of the two twin 
beds in the room. On the wrists 
were gold bracelets and in the 
hair was an artificial rose. 

The body was removed to an 
undertaking establishment, where 
attendants said it was astonish- 
ingly well preesrved. Relatives 
who viewed it said it was the 
body of the young woman. 

Waite and Elwood went to the 
home armed with a search war- 
rant issued by Peace Justice En- 
rique Esquinaldo.
